FIREMEN HAVE TO LIFT HORSE
CAR INTO THE GUTTER.

A New Big Hose Wagon Does Great Work
at a Speotacular Fire, but Its Great
Width Makes It Diffienlt to Manmu-
vre at a Firein Downtown Streets.

The first test of the new hose wagons
introduced into the Fire Department
to replace the fire engines took place
last night at a blaze in the building at
201 to 210 Elivabeth setreet, which is
occupied by Gluleppe d’Alessandro, a
dealer in paper stock, rags and old iron,
and by a branch of the Edison Eleotrio
Company. The test showed that al-
though the new wagone are far more
effective than the old fire engines their
great bulk is going to make them un-
wiéldy in some of the narrow streets in
the business section of the oity.

The tive itaelf was the most spectacular
that has been seen on the East Yide in
a long time, Over 204 to 210 Elizabeth
street, a two story brick building, towers
a great seventy foot ohimney, and
once the inflammable stuff got to going
well the flames went roaring up the flue
and spouting into the air away above the
roofs of the neighboring buildings, like
a geyser of fire,

An immense crowd was attracted from
the near by Italian temements and from
the Bowery, which it took the reserves of
several stations to handle. .

About 9 o'clock smoke was noticed
coming out of the place by the men of
Hook and Ladder Company 9, across the
way. Capt. Clark, hero of the Windsor
fire, with Firemen Bogle and Shea, ran
across and got out the fifteen horses
that D'Alessandro had stabled in the
building. Thenaback draughtblew them
out of the bullding and Clark turned in
an alarm. Chief Oroker, who oame with
the first engines; determined to make this
fire a teet of the efficiency of the new
wagons and summoned Truck 20, which
is located on Prince street. It was while
the truck was on the way to the fire that
the unwieldiness of the new oontrivances
in a narrow street was shown.

As the big six ton wagon was dashing
through the street it came up with a
Prince street car. The wagon, which is
six feet eight inches wide, was too big
to get by and the firemen had to take the
car off the tracksand leave it in the gutter
to make room

Once on the scene, though, the w
dealt with the fire effectively.

water was turned on it came in streams
as from a fireboat on wheels. Pressure
was maintained at only 50 pounds,‘though
it could have been put up to 300.
